No. 187 -ITC(PN) /62.—Attention ol the trade is invited to Public Notice No. 
10-ITC(PN)/62 dated 19th January 1962 and it is clarified that Serial No. 9(d)(1) of 
Part II of the I.T.C. schedule would cover only Iron Si Steel Electrodes in view of 
the main heading of Serial No. 9/II of the I.T.C. schedule. 

2. Attention is also invited to Public Notice No. ll-ITC(PN)/02 dated 19th 
January 1962. It has now been decided to amend Serial No. i7(a)(ii) of Part II of 
the Red Book to read as follows: — 

"Welding electrodes made of alloys not otherwise specified; and rod, foil, 
wire and strip for gas welding and brazing, made of alloys not other¬ 
wise specified.’’ 

3. It is further clarified that electrodes mode of Brass, Bronze and similar alloys 
would continue to fall under Serial No. 16(a) of Part II. 

4. It Is also clarified that Metal Electrodes are classifiable under Serial 
No. 17(a)(U) of part II In view of the amended description of Serial No. 17(a)(li)/II 
as given above. 

Subject: — Import of Dates —[S. No. 21(b)/IV] from Iraq by sailing vessels 

No. 188 -ITC<PN)/ 62 . —It has been decided to grant ad-hoc licences for import 
of dates from Iraq only to established importers who had imported this item 
from Iraq by selling vessels within the basic period from 1959-60, 1960-61 and 

1981-62. 

2. Established importers who had imported this item from Iraq by sailing 
vessels within jmy one of the basic years mentioned above should submit their 
applications either to the Jt. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Bombay 
or to Dy. Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, C.L.A., New Delhi according 
to the jurisdiction of the licensing authority under which they fall on or before 
the 15th November 1962 in the usual form and manner supported by documentary 
evidence in respect of past imports of the said item. 

3. Import licences will be granted to eligible importeis subject to the condition 
that the goods will be imported from Iraq by sailing vessels only and the import 
licences will be valid for six months.
